They prove their con ten! ion from ihc oarlv 
historians and even from the farts and deeds of the early 
Portuguese in India. Some of their arguments may he referred 
here. Tn the earliset histories there is no mention at all of 
Nestorian heresy in India. 

(1) Among the former travellers to India the Alexa¬ 
ndrian Cosmns Indiropleustes who passed Malabar and saw 
there in 535, the Christians, Priests and Bishop, dues not men¬ 
tion of Xestoriaii heresy. 

(2) King Alfred the Great of Kngland hearing the mir¬ 
acles worked in the tomb of St. Thomas in India sent in 8SA 
gifts to the shrine at My la pore by means of two ambassadors 
named Sighclm and Allielstan. 

0) Marco Polo a Venetian who came to India in 12W5 
speaks about the miracles worked in the tomb of St. Thomas. 

(-1) The first Latin Missionary, John of Monte Corvino 
who was sent by Pope Nicholas IV. visited in 3201 L he Church 
of St. Thomas Apostle in India and remained there more than 
one year and does not mention of Nestorian heresy.

Dominican visited Malabar about 1U20 and ho afterwards was 
appointed as Bishop of Qnilon by Pope Joint NXII. at Auig- 
and the same Pope addro.-s-.d a letter in ItJMO to thu 
chief nt Nai:arenc Christians at (pinion and no mc-iiti.>n of N"his¬ 
torian heresy.

On January 1-ltlt 1510. St. Francis Xavier writes to St. 
Ignatius Loyola as fellows :— 

‘"There is a town called Cranganoro, which belongs to 
Portuguese about twenty miles from Cochin, when Fra Vin¬ 
cenzo, of the Most Holy Older of Sr. Fran* is, who is also ga¬ 
ums to tho Bishop of Goa ami a most true friend to oursivicty 
lias founded a really line Seminary, where quite as many as a 
hundred native students are maintained and formed in piety 
and learning. In his good will towards our society, Fra Vin¬ 
cenzo does not surpass the Bishop of Goa himself, who new 
has jurisdiction over the whole of India, who is very devoted 
to us and who desires to have your friendship and so 1 should 
like you to write to him. But to return to Fra Vincenzo, he 
told me, out of the kindness which exists between us, that he 
wishes to entrust and hand over his Seminary to our society 
and he lias asked mo again and again to inform you of his 
intention and provide a Priest of the society who may teach 
grammar to the students of this Seminary, and preach to the 
inmates and the people on Sundays and festivals. There is 
reason for this, because, besides the Portuguese inhabitants of 
the place, there are a great many Christians living in sixty 
villages in the neighbourhood, descended from those whom St. 
Thomas made Christians. The students of tins Seminary are 
of the highest nobility. In this town there are two Churches, 
one of St. Thomas, one of St. James. Fra Vincenzo, whom 
1 have mentioned, hopes very much that you will get each of 
them a plenary indulgence once a \\:»r from the Holy Father 
on the feasts of St. Thomas and St. James and the seven days 
after each. This would be to increase the piety of the natives 
who are descended from the converts of St. Thomas and are 
called Christians of St. Thomas.” 

Fourteen days later, St. Francis wrote a similar letter to 
Fr. Simon Rodriguez :— 

There h a twon of the Kings called Cranganore fifteen 
miles from Cochin. There is a fine College, which was built 
by Fra Vincenzo, the socius of the Bishop, where as many as 
a hundred youths, children of the native Christians, who are

A letter by the same Pontiff Gregory XIII dated 
3rd Dec. 157*, to Henry, King of Portugal, is again in com¬ 
mendation of the Catholics living on the Alalabar Coast as a 
whole and especially of the said Alar Abraham Archbishop of 
Angamale. 

XIX. The same Pope Gregory XIII. directs a letter 
dated 5th Alarch 15*0, to the clergy and laity of the Christians 
of St. Thomas in Alalabar admonishing them io guard them¬ 
selves against a certain Simeon, who feigns himself to be law¬ 
ful Bishop and exhorting to be obedient to their prelates Alar 
Abraham the Archbishop of Angamale and George of Christ the 
’ " diop of Pal cur. 

Though this Alar Simeon was sent to Malabar by the- 
Catholic Patriarch of Babylon, Mar Abraham was alone then 
approved and recognised by the Pope. Afterwards Alar Simeon 
also was approved. 

The Mauras Catholic Directory and General Annual lie- 
rjinter of the year 18(32, published under the patronage of Rt. 
Rev. Dr. John Fennelly, the then Vicar Apostolic of of Mad¬ 
ras, makes mention of many facts of the Portuguese perse¬ 
cution made to those other than their own nationality of 
which a few are incited here as follows : “The Commissary of 
Siam, an officer of the (Portuguese) Inquisition, had the auda¬ 
city to demand from Peter Lambert (a Vicar Apostolic under 
the S. C. of Propaganda Fide) the exhibition of his Bulls and 
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when the Bishop refused, as being subject to the immediate 
authority of the Holy See, the brave Commissary of the In¬ 
quisition posted him up on the doors of the Churches of Siam 
as a person of suspicious faith, and commanded the people of 
Siam to hold no communication with him. Peter Lambert 
usually resided at Siam and devoted himself principally to the 
training and education of native priests for the Chinese 
Mission.” 

“Another officer of the Goa Inquisition orderd a Mission¬ 
ary Apostolic of Combodia to be sent a prisoner to Macao 
under a charge of heresy and the poor Missionary after having 
suffered imprisonment without trial at Macao for live month" 
was removed to the prison of the Inquisition at Goa, whither 
another Missionary Apostolic had been sent not long before.*’ 

If the Portuguese made such persecutions to their bre¬ 
thren, the Latin prelates and Missionaries, how much alas ! 
numerous would be the persecutions made by them to the 
Chaldean Bishops who are foreigners to them in everv respect 
especially when they (the Portuguese) had in view to bring 
their Christians (the Syrians of Malabar) under their (Portn" 
gnese) control, and how numerous would be the misrepresent¬ 
ations made by them (the Portuguese) to Pome against Chal¬ 
dean Bishops as was really done in the case of Mar Abraham 
and Mar Joseph as proved above.

The view in favour of the Catholicity of the 
Christians in Malabar is more glorious to the Church than its 
opponents, ar 1 one allords to the universal Supremacy of the 
Holy 1 a oman Church.
